Michaels said this was definitely 
a political iss s which was being pressed by Representatives laird and Rhodes 
and he felt certain It would come an again. (The next Subcommittee meeting is 
scheduled for 5 August. ) Michaels said these members (who are apparently 
receiving information from some scares# an this subject) are in effect accusing 
the Administration of violating the restriction in section 10? of the Foreign Aid 
bill ( r % L. 87-172) which prohibits assistance to any countries which provide 
certain types of arms and materials t© the Castro regime. After discussing 
this subject with the Staff Assistant to the Foreign Operations (Passman) 
Subcommittee, he had found that the Chairman Is merely interested in rotting 
in the record of the hearings a statement that there have been a© violations of 
B* L* 87-872. Michaels said if Laird and Rhodes continue to press this 
matter we might find it desirable to disc ^ as the problem* involved with 
Representative* Ford and f'as emaa* 2 told Michael* 2 would discos* tMe 
matter further with our people and be in touch with Mm tomorrow* 
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
